The 
only reason that he was armed, it is 
said, was that someone in The Ten- 
nessean office forced him to take the 
pistol with him.

Col. Cooper Arraigned. 

Colonel Duncan B. Cooper was turned 
over to the county authorities upon two 
State’s warrants, charging him with the 
murder of ex-Senator E. W. Carmack 
and with carrying concealed deadly 
weapons, this morning when he was 
arraigned in the city coum. The pris- 
Oner waived examination before Esquire 
Jake Levine and was taken to jail, 
where he is now. 

Kolonel Cooper spent a comfortable 
night at the police station last nigtbt, 
occupying one of the large rooms up- 
Stairs over the prison. He was con- 
ducted to the city court room this 
morning at 9 o'clock. He was in good 
Spirits and was seen to smile several 
times at amusing features about the 
usual round of misdemeanor cases. 
When cases 261 and 262 were called 
Deputy Sheriff O. L. Omohundro came 
forward with two state’s warrants de- 
manding Colonel Cooper’s arrest. He 
was immediately turned over to the 
deputy and taken to the office of 
Chief of Potice Henry Curran, where, 
by request, the preliminary hearing was 
to be heard ‘before Justice Levine. The 
warrants sworn out were read and, 
after conference of the attorneys for the 
defense, Charles WN. Burch, general 
counsel! for the Yazoo and Mississippi 
Valley railroad; James C. Bradford 
and General W. H. Washington, pre- 
liminary examination was waived. 

The first named attorney is a son-in- 
law of Colonel Oooper, while Judge 
Bradford is ‘his ‘brother-in-law.

~ BY BILOXI MOB 


Had Assaulted Young White 
Girl in Suburb of 
Biloxi. 


PAioxi, Miss., November 10.—Henry 
Leidy, a negro, ‘charged with criminal 
assault upon Eliza May Fauser, a !5- 
year-old white girl; was quietly taken 
from hig cell in the jail here today by 
an armeq mob of several hundred white 
men, and hanged to a tree about a half 
mile from town. 

The young girl was accosted by the 
negro on a road near Back Bay.

JORDAN NAMED AS CHAIRMAN 


Southern Cotton Conference Con- 
vened in Memphis With Large 
Number of Delegates Despite

Memphis, Tenn... November .10.—Seven 
southern states were represented at the

The keynote of the conference, as 
brought out in the several addresses 
and discussions today, is that the dele- 
gates are strongly in favor of holding 
back the balance of the present cotton 
crop. marketing it gradually from 
month to month, thereby hoping to en- 
hance the price. Resolutions to this 
effect have been submitted to the 


proper committee. 
Work of Organization. 

The early session today was devoted 
largely to the preliminary work of or- 
Sanization, W. J. Crawford, of Mem- 
phis, acting as temmporary chairman. 
President Jordan, of the Southern Cot- 
ton Association, was selected as per- 
manent chairman, and W. H. Gilbert, 
of Chicelot, Ark., secretary. 

Several addresses of welcome by 
Mayor James H. Malone on behaif of 
the city, and Governor M. R. Patter- 
son, of the state and others, were fol- 
lowed by- responses by Charles H. Gay, 
of Montgomery, Ala., and President 
Jordan. Others who epoke today weie 
Bishop Thomas F. Gailor. of Tennes- 
see; W. P. G. Harding, of Birminghum, 
Ala., and Lee Richardson, of Vicksburg, 
Miss. 

Bishop Gailor spoke on “The Keynote 
of the Convention;” Mr. Harding’s sub- 
ject was “The Financing of the Cotton 
Crop,” and Mr. Richardson spoke on 
“The South’s Future Financial Poli- 
se Rabe 

Besides these addresses, there were, 
however, a number of brief talks dur- 
ing the discussion of the subjects pre- 
sented.

The soundness of the decision will nowhere be ‘questioned except = * 
few. remote corners where prejudice may outweigh judgment. 

It was the only. decision which, in reason or justice, could’ have been 
rendered. Its vast and far-reaching importance minimizes any rebuke it con- 


jtains to Berea College, the Kentucky institution which sought to defy ‘stare 


law and bring the races together in its classrooms and upon its campus. 

Radical racial differences and natural antagonisms can be overgome 
neither by legislative enactment nor court decision. 

Recognition of these differences by the highest judicial tribunal in the 
counfry will prove a iar step_in the direction of that better” understanding 
which will conduce to a thoroughly peaceful and orderly solution of the 
great national problem involved. 

Any other decision, no matter how conscientious, would necessarily 
have been interpreted as born of injustice to a great section of the country 
extending from the Potomac to the Rio Grande, wherein the people would 
never have menquated to a commingling of the races in the educational in- 
stitutions. 

Conservative and able thinkers of the negro race are as picemmously Op- 
posed to coeducation as are those of Caucasian blood. They know not only 
that attempt to enforce it would result in interminable discord and strife, 
freshening the fires of an antagonism now, happily, almost quenched, but 
they know also that the educational and industrial development and progress 
of th@tr own race as well as that of the whites, will be subserved and more 
rapidly advanced by separation. 

They know their happiness and prosperity can hope for nothing in a 
struggle for the unattaindble, in which momentary success would prove the 
greatest misfortune this race had ever experienced. \ 

The court’s decision must, therefore, be viewed as the finding most 
favorable to the negro race. It gives them the same specific, definite and 
legal standing which it gives the other race—a foundation of legal rights 
which could not possibily have been built or maintained upon. any other con- 
clusion. 

Now that this question is determined, another threatening barrier to 
the mutual advancement of the raees in ha?monious and peaceful under- 
Standing is effectually removed. 

Educationally the negro race has certain rights which must be respected 
and nowhere denied because it is the weaker. 

With their own schools and teachers, they must be given the facilities 
and the opportunities which the fundamental law guarantees to all citizens. 

The supreme court’s decision will have the effect of impelling every- 
where a just recognition of the rights of the race to its proportionate partiei- 
pation in the law’s provision for public education.

THE DEATH OF SENATOR CARMACK. 


The tragedy on the streets of Nashville, which resulted in the death of 
ex-Senator Edwdrd W. Carmack, has sent a shock throughout the entire 
country. : 

“ The duel and its tragic consequences will be universally deplored. 
nessee loses one of its most brilliant men. 

To Tennessee, the tragedy would have been 2 misfortune had it come 

at any time. Its occurrence at the close of a season of lawlessness and night 
riding is particularly regrettable and will result in further unwelcome adver-: 
tising for that great state. 
, Meetings: of this kind—except in rare instances—have happily gone 
out of vogue in the south. It is an anachronism in this day of ‘well organ- 
ized courts of equity and justice ‘for armed gentlemen to meet and settle 
their disputes at the pistol’s point. 

If a man’s character, good name or property has been unjustly attacked, 
or if the liberty of the press or freedom of speech has’ been grossly abused, 
legal redress is open to the offended party. 

But under the strain of personal abuse and long continued assault, self- 
control and respect for law are unfortunately sometimes overwhelmed and 
then tragedies lke that in Nashville result. 

As for the dead senator, he was a man of brilliant qualities—but his 
genius was characterized by the violence of his personal aggressiveness. 
His favorite weapon was sarcasm. He delighted in the use of bitter irony. 
He was a past master of the art of invective. 

Once a man drew the fire of his verbal and rhetorical batteries, that man 
was ever afterwards marked for persistent, merciless, unrelenting attack. 
These qualities raised an army of enemies who never forgave and who twice 
wrought the political defeat of the brilliant editor. 

Defeat had probably rankled in his heart, embittered his spirit-and made 
more pronounced qualities which were natural. But these things which made 
up the harsher side of the man’s nature, which made him feared if they did 
not make him loved, were not all of the man. 

Carmack possessed the qualities that attracted and ee a devoted and 
loyal following.’ He was fearless to the point of recklessness, and his life 
In friendship he was gentle and re- 
In debate he was keen, well-equipped and

fined and tender as a woman. 
delightful. 

But past friendships did not blunt the edge of present antagonism. 

His opponents he pursued with unflagging opposition and attacked with 
a pen dipped in vitriol. 

Colonel Duncan B. Cooper had been the friend and patron of the dead 
man. But of late years they have trained in opposing political camps. Each 
has vigorously fought the policies and friends of the other. The grim tragedy 
in which a son of Colonel Cooper shot down the ex-United States senator is 
the outcome. 

For Senator Carmack there is nothing to do but express admiration for 
his genius, regret at his untimely end and the hope that in some other world

Straws, “which show which way the political wind blows,” point to 
the election of Hon. Elihu Root, now secretary of state, as senator from 
the state of New York to succeed Thomas C. Platt in 1909. 

The rumors which connected President Roosevelt with the seat to be 
made vacant by the “Easy Boss” on March 4th next, have apparently sub- 
sided. The president himself is believed to be conducting the negotiations 
that will result in the New York state legislature haming Mr. Root. 

A news dispatch telling of a conference at the white house on Monday 
between the president and two leading political factors of New York state 
lcontains sufficient grounds for this deduction. 

It was generally admitted by the. leaders, in New York state that the 
president himself could have the senatorial position had he cared to go im- 
mediately from the white house to the senate chamber. Even the announce- 
ment by the Outlook of the’ president's acceptance of the position.as_ asso- 
ciate editor did not entirely set these rumors at rest. It was stated there 
was nothing incompatible with his duties as editor and his service as a sen- 
ator from the state of New York.

The, towns and cities of the south, small and large, are making substan- 
tial investments in progress and development, which are caloulated not only 
to keep them abreast of the times and-in readiness to respond to present 
public demand, but which will enable them to meet the requirements of an 
early future growth that might at any moment turn umpreparedness into 
positive disaster, 

In one week’s reports to the Baltimore Manufacturers’ Record it is found 
along with the big Baltimore bond issue, that Little Rock is preparing to 
spend $300,000 upon. her streets; Richmond has awarded a contract for a 
uew $50,000 pumping station; Danville, Va., East Point, Norcross ahd 
Hawkinsville, Ga., nave each voted bond issues to improve or build municipal 
lighting plants; Louisville, Ky., is putting $110,000 into’a new sewer, while 
new sanitary sewerage systems are the object of large bond issues at Rock 
Hill, S. C., Tuskegee, Ala., Meridian, Miss., and Jackson, Tenn. 

The people of southern towns and cities are coming to look upon these 
essential improvenients, as they have long since in those of the north, not 
as expense, but as investment from which they not only expect, but get a 
valuable return. 

Take the Atlanta waterworks, for example, than which, comparatively 
speaking, there igmot a more valuable municipal asset in the country today. 
It not only pays its way, but turns a handsome profit into the city treasury. 

The investment in sewers, while not returned in calculable cash, pays 
tremendous dividends in the shape of protection and health and increased 
tax values, as does also that in public schools. 

But the return suffers where the investment is not maintained. It must 
be sufficient to keep these primary municipal institutions up to the mark of 
public demand upon them. Real estate values, tax returns and city income 
are dependent upon it. 

Atiantans have got a duty to perform to themselves, or they must see 
their city suffer and with it the individual citizen, if they continue to withhold 
from some 10,000 homes the facilities for making water and sewer connec- 
tions. 

Municipal pride, as well as the necessity of the case, must spur Atlanta 
to favorable action. 

Failure to meet the health and educational demands which now con- 
front the city will oe nothing short of serious municipal disaster.

THE COLUMBUS WATERWAYS CONVENTION. 


The character of addresses being made and the enthusiasm shown by the 
delegates from four states gathered at the waterway improvement conven- 
tion at Columbus, is evidence enough of the serious purpose of the conven- 
tion and the importance of its work. 

While the main object of the Gulf Coast Inland Waterways Association is 
to secure the construction of an inland waterway along the gulf coast, re- 
ducing the distances between ports and making possible the use of lighter 
vessels in the carrying trade, it does not end there. 

The development and improvement of all the waterways in this section 
is being stressed at the gathering. 

Senator-elect Duncan U. Fletcher, of Florida,’ recalled to the attention 
of the gathering the importance of the Florida ship canal. This project has 
been under discussion for three-quarters of a century. It has been declared 
entirely feasible and the present activity being shown in inland waterway de- 
velopment, holds out the greatest hope of success the venture has ever known. 

The convention should not adjourn without passing resolu’‘ons favoring 
the improvement by the federal government of the Chattahoochee river from 
the city of Columbus,to the Gulf of Mexico. 

Every consideration of economy of cost, importance of traffic handled, 
and promise of future development, dictates that this work ‘should be carried 
to a speedy conclusion. 

When it is known that one mill in Columbus shipped in a few months 
to Chinese markets manufactured cotton goods worth $380,000, the tonnage that 
will be handled on the river when it is navigable for larger vessels through- 
out the year, does not appear insignificant. \ 

The completion of the Panama canal will but emphasize the necessity 
for the improvement of all streams in the gulf states that will promote the 
handling of merchandise for the Orient.

Cirenit Court of Appeals Criticizes 
the Conduct of Attorney General 
Bonaparte and Other Gov- 
ernment Counsel—Appeal 


; te Be Taken.

Chicago, November 10.—The govern- 
Ment's petition for a rehearing of ‘the 
case in wich the United States circuit 
court of appeals reversed the trial court 
in fining the Standard Oi) Company of 
Indiana $29,240,000 for alleged rebat- 
ing, was denied in the court of appeals 
today. It is authoritatively stated that 
the government will new attempt to 
bring the whole matter before the su- 
_preme court on a writ of certiorari. 
The Decision of the Court. 


In overruling the petition the court 


eaid: 

“The petition for a rehearing ques- 
tions the correctness of that portion of 
the opinion that relates to the trial 
judge's statement in passing sentence, 
that he was ‘unable to indulge the pre- 
sumption that in this case the defend- 
ant Wag convicted of its virgin offense’ 
~-the point of the petition being that, 
in the use of the word ‘defendant’ in 
connection with ‘virgin offense.’ the 
trial court referred to the Standard Otl 
Company of Indiana and not to the 
Standard Oil Cémpany of New Jersey. 
The trial court, in passing sentence, 
expressiyv stated that tne Standard Oil 
Company of Indiana was but the nomi- 
mal defendant, the Standarg Oi] Com- 
pany of New Jersey being the real de- 
fendant, and every word, almest, of the 
triai court in arriving at its conclu- 
sion respecting the sentence, related to 
the Standarg Oi] Company of New Jer- 
sey and not to.the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Indiana; including the state- 
ment that the revenues of the ‘offender

Denver, Colo., November 1!0.—Coneid- 
erable comment was causeg by tuat 
portion of the annual report of Presi- 
dent Samuel Gompers, read to the con- 
vention of the American Federation of 
Labor yesterday, in which Mr. Gompers 


said that President Roosevelt had i8- 
sueg invitations to a number of labor 
Jeaders to méet with prominent lawyefs 
and jurists at a dinner at the white 
house a week from today for the pur- 
pose of discussing labor legislation. 
President Roosevelt, said the report 
of Mr. Gompers, had excludeg from the 
list of invited guests the officers of the 
American Federation of Labor, includ- 
ing its president. 

Mr. Gompers, in an interyiew on the 
subject, refused to discuss the question 
from a political standpoint, but con- 
tenteqg himself with a gtatement to the 
effect that he deemed aimself honored 
by the exclusion and considered the 
president's act a tribute to his honesty. 
He said: 

“I am honored by the president when 
he excluded me from his guest list. It 
isa hign tribute to the manner in which 
I have represented the interests of the 
millions of the working men and women. 

“This is the first affair of the kind 
that I know of at the white housé to 
which I have not been jnvited, but de- 
spite the iact that have frequently 
been asked to meet the president and 
his friends socially, I/ have never avalil- 
ed myself of such an/ invitation.

DINGLEY RATES 
ARE FAVORED 


With Few Exceptions the 
Chemical Interests are 
“Standing Pat.’”’ 


Washington, November !10.—With few 
exceptions the interests affected by 
“schedule A’ of the Dingiley tariff. 
which includes over a hundred articles 
under the heading of ‘‘chemicals, gils 
and paints,’’ do not desire any changes 
in the rates of duty now operative. This 
Wag indicated today at the first hearing 
for the consideration of the revision 
of the tariff held before the house com- 
mittee on ways and means. The near- 
ings are preliminary to the taking up 
of the questions at the extra session of 
congress. 

Chemical products, coal tar products, + 
chemicals, paints, oils, varnishes, me- 
dicinal preparations and extracts for 
dyeing and tanning were the principal 
subjects on which the committee obtain- 
ed information from those Wino appear- 
eq before it today. 

A strong advocate for lowar tariff 
rates was Albert Plant, who drafted 
medicinal chemicals 
for the Wilson bill. 

“The duties on medicinal chemicals,” 
he said, “are mostly prohibitive, being 
in most cages 25 per cent, which is @ 
pronibitive rate. There are less manu- 
facturers of medicinal chemicals in this 
country today than there were twenty;- 
five years ago, and these control the 
home market. If the rates of duty were 
reduced to 15 per cent it would prevent 
the domestic manufacturer from arbi- 
trarily fixing. the prices, which, in many 
cases, are exorbitant. Tae entire sched- 
(ule is anticipated. It is not fair to the 
comsumer.’’ 

Mr. Plant said that quinie shoulg be 
taken off the free list and recommend- 
ing for it a 15 per cent ad valorem raté, 

N. B. Arnold, representing the Var- 
nish Manufacturers’ National Aseocia- 
tion, declared the varnish mamufac- 
turers are satisfied witn present condi- 
tions. John F. Queeny, of St. Louis, 
and representatives of the Semet-Soivay 
Company, of Syracuse, N. Y., favored 
higher duties on coal tar products. Dr.
